evidently In circulation that there is 
considerable 
friction 
between

American and French armies, 
some 
i incidents from which such a 
feeling 
might have arisen are presented. 
Undeniably there Vas some feeling 
for a time on the part of the men of 
the Third army but it originated from 
minor causes and has entirely disap­ 
peared now. 
Publication of some of 
the incidents lrora which this feeling 
started will do more than anything 
else to halt exaggerated reports. 
As the Third 
army 
reached 
the 
banks of the Rhine there was a sud­ 
den change in orders from the Allied 
high 
command 
by 
which 
French 
troops came up 
aud 
occupied 
the 
southern portion of #the 
bridgehead. 
This necessitated much shifting about 
of the American troops 
and 
caused 
several divisions to mardi thirty-six 
miles farther to reach the new areas 
assigned to them. 
It also 
deprived 
men of the Third and 
Forty-second 
divisions of the honor of crossing tho 
Rhine. 
Naturally the men were dis­ 
satisfied inasmuch as it caused much 
extra labor and marching. 
The French apparently were under 
tin- impression that the 
Americans 
should enforce regulations which the 
French themselves had put into ef­ 
fect. 
For instance, when 
a 
French 
regiment marched 
through 
Coblenz 
am* was reviewed by 
General Hick­ 
man, several French officers circulat­ 
ed through the crowds 
knocking off 
tim hats of German civilians 
as the 
colors passed and when the Americanj

Americans had promulgated no regu-i 
lation regulating civilians 
removing 
their hats when the colors passed and) 
some of tho I turd army officers dis-’ 
approved of the procedure.

School—a State institution to be con­ 


ducted in connection with the Uni­ 
versity of California. 
' 
The question will be answered by a 
news article in today’s or tom orrow’s 
Register. 
Meanwhile let it he said th a t the 
proposed Farm School certainly is an 
institution th at will be in every way 
desirable; and also certainly there is 
no place in Southern California more 
admirably adapted to the purposes of 
the proposed school than in the midst 
of the rich and widely diversified farm ­ 
ing districts embodied within the con­ 
fines of Orange. County. 
Indeed, it 
m ight be said, without extravagance of 
claim, th a t nowhere else can the equal 
of Orange County be found for the 
purposes of such a school. 
Orange County has, in superior qual­ 
ity, EVERYTHING that is needed— 
clim ate, soil, water, diversity of pro­ 
ducts, social and industrial conditions, 
railroad and automobile transportation 
facilities, good roads, etc., etc. 
Other 
places have SOME of these facilities, 
but what other place has them ALL to 
the extent and of the quality of those 
afforded by Orange County? 
Incidentally, it is interesting to note 
that Riverside has appropriated the 
proposed Farm School quite as a m at­ 
ter of course, as witness the following 
from W ednesday’s Riverside E nter­ 
prise: 
Following suggestions from Sen­ 
ator S. C. Evans and Assembly­ 
man Chester M. Kline, it is quite 
likely that there will be a m eeting 
of the Southern California m em ­ 
bers of the legislature in River­ 
side at the time of the interm is­ 
sion at Sacramento for the pur­ 
pose of looking over the site for 
the proposed farm school in Riv­ 
erside. 
This will be one of the 
m ost im portant m atters the peo­ 
ple of Riverside ran possibly be 
Interested in. 
There will be a 
m eeting of those interested at the 
Glenwood Mission Inn at lunch­ 
eon today, at which time im port­ 
an t m atters relative to the school 
will be discussed. 
Now, be it understood that the Reg­ 
ister is not “crabbing” at Riverside, 
©n the contrary its hat is off to the 
Bister city in admiring acknowledg­ 
m ent of her enterprise, ability, etc., 
etc., and included in the etceteras is 
her nerve. 


BOYS AND GUNS 


The introduction in the house of rep­ 
resentatives of a bill to prohibit the 
shipm ent of explosives and firearms to 
m inors is timely and sensible. 
It is 
th* 
combination 
of 
irresponsibile 
youth WEB firearms that is responsible 
for m ost of the accidents to life and 


BBfety. as well as most of the hold-ups 
gad gunplay. 
Many cities and states have ordin 
onces prohibiting the sale of such 


Arm s to minors, but there is nothing 
to prevent their purchase from m ail­ 
order houses which, naturally enough, 
have never required a certificate of 
agB and m oral character w ith every 
order. 
They might very properly be 
obliged to exercise care in the selling 
of these dangerous weapons. 
Young hoodlums, stirred up by stor- 
let of war, their inhibitions against de­ 
struction of life and property loosed 
by much careless talk of a Bolshevist 
nature, are under less restraint than 
usuaL And hardly less objectionable 
than the boy-bandits now ram pant in 
many cities are the juvenile nuisance® 
who exercise their m arksm anship on 
the eyes of the neighbors’ chickens. 
Most dangerous of all are the fools 
who handle any shooting-iron careless­ 


ly a t any tim e because “they didn t 
know It was loaded.” 
Firearms are always loaded with 
dangerous possibilities. The barring 
of their sale to minors would act as 
one needed check upon their wholesale 
and unnecessary ownership and abuse. 


The talk of “tyranny” and “section 
alisiu” and “provincialism” heard late­ 
ly regarding the federal prohibition 
amendment 
does 
not 
carry 
much 
weight. A careful study of the ratifi­ 
cation facts and figures does not seem 
to show that any state or group of 
states or any particular part of any 
state is imposing its cruel will on a 
hapless and suffering population. 
North, south, east, west, the states 
have voted dry indiscriminately. Ag­ 
ricultural or industrial—it seems to 
have made little difference. 
States 
with large cities have joined in the ra t­ 
ification no less promptly and enthus­ 
iastically than states with small cities. 
Nothing indicates more clearly the 
overwhelming nature of this landslide 
than the disappearance of the tradi­ 
tional antagonism between city and 
country on the prohibition question. 
It used to be taken as a m atter of 
course that the states containing cities 
of such dominating size and prestige 
as Boston, Chicago, St. Louis and New 
Orleans would never go dry. 
Yet here 
we find M assachusetts, Illinois, Mis­ 
souri, and Louisiana lined up for the 
federal amendment along with such 
uniformly rural states as Iowa and 
Nebraska. 
Ohio and Indiana, with their great 
industrial communities, have likewise 
joined the landslide. 
More rem ark­ 
able still, we find California, despite 
the extent of her wine-growing inter­ 
ests. voting for the am endm ent Noth­ 
ing much seems to count except the 
widespread determ ination to abolish 
alcohol. 
New York and Pennsylvania have 
not succumbed. 
It is possible that 
they will hold out against the dry 
wave, 
lf so, they may be left, in the 
end, the only two states out of the 48 
that have failed to endorse the amend­ 
ment. 
The thing is plainly going to be so 
nearly unanimous that any little group 
of states that may be left when this 
season s voting is finished will prob­ 
ably submit to the inevitable and ac­ 
quiesce as gracefully as they can, lest 
they gain the unenviable distinction of 
being considered poor sports and poor 
Americans.

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HIS NARROW ESCAPE 


Chas. Blaylock Injured When 
Dragged Under Plow; 
Children Endangered 


WINTERSBURG AND'SMELTZER, 
.Tan. 24.—Chas. Blaylock 
barely 
es­ 
caped death or fatal injury Saturday aft­ 
ernoon when a team ran away with him 
and as a consequence he Is confined at 
his home this week with 
a 
severe 
scalp wound which 
required 
seven 
stitches to close, a badly sprained foot 
and ankle and innumerable bruises. 
Chas. was plowing in his father's 
field at the time of the accident, driv­ 
ing three horses to a sulky plow. When 
he drove into the road to turn, the 
plow gave a sudden turn upon strik­ 
ing hard ground and struck the horses’ 
heels. 
This 
caused them to take 
fright and they ran down the road. 
This tipped the plow over and threw 
Charles from the seat and he was 
caught by his coat under the plow and 
dragged for some disatance, the horses 
in their wild flight 'running about a 
hundred yards before stopping. 
Coming up the road from the direc­ 
tion in which the team was running 
were Julienne Blaylock and the little 
twin boys, Wallace and William, who 
had been to the mail box and were re­ 
turning home. 
Julienne, upon seeing 
the runaway, grabbed up the children 
and ran out of the road. 
Tb Mrs. Blaylock, who was in the 
yard at home, it looked as though her 
four children were all to be killed at 
once aud her screams are thought to 
have caused the horses to turn into 
the drive leading to the barn into 
which the three dashed, taking the 
plow with them. 
How they managed 
to get through^the Small door together 
remains a mystery. 
When the sudden turn into the drive 
way was made, Charles’ coat tore 
loose from the plow, releasing him 
and saved the children, who w ere a 
few steps further on, from danger. 
Charles was 
lying 
stunned 
and 
bleeding in the road when his m other 
reached him but recovered in a few 
minutes sufficiently to walk to the 
house. 
A. physician was called at 
once and has been in attendance since 
Charles was able to be up for a short 
tim e on Monday and also ate a light 
meal that day, the first food he had 
felt like taking since the accident. His 
tem perature had ranged quite high all 
day Sunday* 
The coat which lie wore at the tim e 
of the accident is fairly riddled, show­ 
ing tile force with which he was drag­ 
ged, as it was of strong m aterial and 
practically new.

Robert B. Armstrong 
from W ashington, D. C. 
Secretary of 
Commerce Redfield has received a ca­ 
ble from Chairman Hurley of the Ship­ 
ping Board saying that from now on 
rates on ocean tonnage, particularly 
trans-Pacific business, would be such 
as to perm it American m erchants and 
m anufacturers to compete with sim ilar 
enterprise in foreign lands. 
Some tim e ago Secretary Redfield 
undertook to have the Shipping Board 
reduce the trans-Pacific rates to en­ 
able railroad 
supply makers 
of the 
United States to ship cars and locomo­ 
tives to far eastern points, but was 
unsuccessful and finally appealed to 
Mr. Hurley by cable. 
The answers re­ 
ceived will enable this and other lines 
of business to fill orders and develop 
m arkets in the Orient and elsewhere, 
particularly South America. 
President Wilson has assigned $100,- 
000 to the Department of Commerce 
for the purpose of developing new 
trade and m arket centers abroad and 
several special trade commissioners 
are to be appointed. 
Some of these 
will go to the Orient and the far East 
and others to South America and neu­ 
tral countries in Europe.
